Oyster Sliuckera"Kye Diseaae. 


"The oyster shvickers' eye disease" is 


the title given by the professional staff 
of the Presbyterian Eye and Ear hos- 
pital to a trouble affecting a large num- 
ber of tbeir patients at tbi3 season of 
the year. It is believed that the pecul- 
iar kind of nlcerution of the eyeball 
which is known by this title is caused 
by the juice of the oyster touching th» 
coraua of an oye which has previously 
been slightly injured. The doctors say 
they can tell exactly when the oyster 
season is at hand by the appearance of 
patients with this complaint within 
twenty-four hours after the opening of 
the packing establishments, and they 
claim that this complaint disappears 
promptly with Ilia closa of the oyster 
season. 


The shuckers come to the institution 


complaining that they have had their 
eyes hurt by .1 chip of the oyster shell, 
but the ulcer is entirely different to the 
physician's eye to that caused by an 
abrasion from anything else, such as a 
nail, chip of marble or rock, a pin, or 
even a clean shell. A more look at the 
ulcerated cornea suffices to determine 
tha b the patient is an oyster shucker. 


The disease yields easily to treatment, 


and very frequently the patient is so far 
relieved of pain na to be able to return 
to his work within twenty-four hours. 
What is called the sterilizing treatment 
is applied to tho sufferers. It consists of 
applying cocaine to the eye until all sen- 
sibility has been lost, and then carefully 
touching the ulcer on tho cornet' with a 
platinum wire heated to whiteness by a 
galvanic current.—Baltimore American

A MINT IN COLORADO.

»ber« the coinage of silver dollars I* car- 
ried on without the oon«ent of the Govern- 
ment. The Sheriff of Crook coaty ia that 
. SUU, captured a mau who had ia his pos- 
"session forty-eight fresh coined spurious 
dollar*. The coins are not .stamped Uko 
lie germine but cast in a mold, yet it 
seems lh«y pass readily among the graders 
on the Burlington road and the coal miners. 
The officers are searching (or the plant, 
bat, (w yet, havo not been able to discover 
it. 


It in not stated whether the coins are 


made of standard silver or ot a less valuable 
metal, but with the market value of pure 
silver, $1 04peroance, tbere ia a hand- 
some profit in making them of silver .900 
flue, the same as that of which genuine 
sUodard dullurs are composed. There ore 
371'^ grains of pure silver in a dollar, the 
market value of which at present is about 
81 nenta, eo the counterfeiter by using silver 
of standard fineness would make about 19 
cents profit on each coin, that being the 
amount which free coinage would place ia 
the pocket of the bullion producer on each 
dollar's worth of silver, instead of increas- 
ing the Treasury onrplus.

An fcactneering Feat In 1'udlav 


The attention of the engineering world 


la said to bo just now fixed upon *M 
Bombay presidency in India, where is 
being constructed one of the greatest 
pieces of solid masonry the world has 
seen in modern times. As the present 
water supply of Bombay depends upon 
defective works, a huge dam has been 
designed to inclose the watershed of the 
valley which drains into the sea south 
of Bombay. Solely with the aid of na- 
tive labor Engineer Glover, a Scotchman 
by birth, began this gigantic structure, 
which, it is expected, will be completed 
in March next. It is 2 miles long, 118 
feet in height and 103 feet wide at the 
base. The roadway on the top is to be 
34 feet in width, and the stone work 
will cost half a million sterling. 


The lake of water which this dam will 


imprison will be eight square miles in 
area, so that Bombay need be tinder no 
apprehension once the viceroy has offi- 
cially declared the sluices open and the 
pipfs of sixty miles long are in working 
order. Mr. Glover has 13,000 Hindoos, 
all of whom he has trained to this special 
work, employed on the dam. To his 
thirty years' labor among the natives is 
due the fact that there are in India to- 
day 500,000 men, all capable stone- 
masons, carpenters and navvies, who 
have been employed on bis contracts for 
great public works.—Pall Mall Gazette. 


«ool Work by a Robb«r. 


A man ot commanding appearance, 


about 23 years of age and nicely dressed, 
ttopped at the residence of George Hot- 
w\, a fanner, who lives south of Mas- 
Bontah, Friday morning, and asked for a 
breakfast, which he said hd was willing 
to pay for. While the farmer was pre- 
paring breakfast the stranger pocketed 
a gold watch and a small amount in 
money which were lying on a bureau 
in an adjoining bedroom. Mr. Hottel 
«ubsequently went to the room and dis- 
covered the theft. He charged the gen- 
tlemanly stranger with having them, 
and the latter promptly covered him 
with his revolver and ordered him_ to 
keep his mouth shut on penalty of being 
shot. 
The farmer's wife then attempted to 


assist her husband out of his predica- 
ment, but was promptly knocked down 
by the stranger, who made Hottel and 
ais wife sit opposite him at the table, 
with their hands behind them, while he 
quietly enjoyed his breakfast. 
Having 


appeased his appetite he coolly shook 
hands with the farmer and his wife, bade 
them an affectionate farewell, took to 
the woods with his plunder and has not 
been heard from.—St. Louis Republic. 


Deserting Iceland. 


They have been taking a census in 


Iceland recently, and they are in trouble 
there, too; but their trouble is not about 
the congressional representation. It is 
something even more serious. It ap- 
pears that so great has been the hegica 
to Canada and the United States it has 
taken away from the island fully 20,000 
people. This does not seem such a very 
large number, except when one consid- 
ers that the original population was only 
about 80,000. One-fourth of the entire 
population then has emigrated! The re- 
sult is disastrous. Taxes have been 
greatly increased, while properties have 
become reduced in values. The har- 
vests, too, have been greatly lessened. 
There seems to be but one way out for 
the Icelanders 
They must all follow 


the vanguard and abandon their island 
to the walrus and bear. Perhaps a few 
centuries hence some Professor Horsfprd 
will discover evidence of human habita- 
tion at some pre-historic age in Iceland. 
—Boston Advertiser.
